Officers are expected to interpret these rules reasonably and 
intelligently and with due regard to the public service. No 
attempt has been made to legislate for necessary and .self-evi- 
dent exceptions, or for special circumstances. 

Such subsidiary instructions as may be necessary will be 
framed in accordance with the spirit of these orders and 
will be issued by the Principal Staff Officer concerned or, in the 
case of technical instructions, by the Engineer-in-Chief.
